Collector 
Hamilton sounds a warning to the 
delinqu( nts, in the following words: 
Editor BOURBON NEWS, Paris, Ky. 

"At the doee of business l^bruary 
19. 1920, there had been approxi- 
piately 5,000 Ineoma tax returns of 
all cl{i.sses filed in this cAce. 

"Based on the number of returns 
filed last year, there should be 60,- 
000 returns filed In this office before 
March 15, 1920. Blanks have been 
in the hands of taxpayers for some- 
:ime. 

"It is obvious because of the small 
iiumber being filed t-liat many are 
delaying until the last minute, or 
\v'ill fail to file at all their returns. 
If the taxpayers wait until March 
16th, or about that time to file their 
retuma, it will be impoasible for the 
Collector's foree to aeetynmodate 
them. ^ ' . 

"The penalties for failure to file 
r<, turns are severe, and it Is unpleas- 
ant for the Internal Revenue De- 
paitment to be trailed upon to assert 
penalties against persons for failure 
to camply with the law. 

"Permit me at this time to thank 
you on behalf of the Government for 
the splendid service you have al- 
ready rendered in making peoT)]c' 
familiar with their duties nnut r the 
provisions of the Ii^co,me Tax Law. 

"The laoome Tax Law effects 
thousands of elUaena in this State — 
it is of vial' concern to all of them, 
and the only way we can reach 
them is through the public press.
